The story is so
touched with filial tenderness, and §o intercesting in
ftself, that few could read it unmoved, Douglas Jurrald
snid ouco of bimself that, solt-heiped and self-guided,
Be began the workd at an age When. us u general rale,
Doy s have not Inid down their primers; and that he was
only thirtean when the cock-pit of & man-of-War wis ex-
wchanged for the strugele of Loudon.

Donglne Jerrold was born in London, on the 30 of Jan-
uary, 1508 ; tmg his tirst recolicetions were of Sueerpess,
where his father owned snd munaged a theater. In
hoss duys war made Sheerness o lvely dwelllng place,
Gallupt old st tranped tarough the strects, with
tieave Lord Coclirane smong them, and told stories of
shelr exploits enough to fire the heart of any imagibn-
ive boy. Ships of war roared their salates in the har-
wor, and press gangs came into town, selzing and earry-
ng off more food for powder, In Deeember, 1613, Doug -
Las Jerrolid, o slight, frail boy, bardly yel ten yeard ald,
was carried on bosrd the Namur, guardship at the Nore,
to bocome & midshipuan in the service of the King.
This honor had been procured for him throngh the in-
fuenoe of Capl. Austin, a relative of Miss Anstiv,
tho novelist, There were plonty other young middies to
Reep him company. Life was hard for thess bables,
whose wothers mouroed for them in empty nurseries,
But they were the children of the gentle and the brave,
and they trod the deck prondly, and made o complaint
of the rongh discipline of those rough days. Indeed,
young Jerrold, precocious baby, petitioned to be trats
gorred to u sbip 1hat was somctiing wmore than o log
sochored ot the Nore. He touched his hat to the Cap
tain, and begged to be sent 1o glory. His petition wias
grauted, nnd be went on board the Ernest, u gun-brig.
and satled away., Of the war he saw ouly fts Lust hor-
yors. The ship tn which ho sailed conveyed troops to
Belgum for Waterloo, und brought back a carge of

wounded. Thie expericnce affected all his  after
Nife, MHe nesded  what  strength  sml  courage
be coald bring from  the sen when he Wwas
put on  shore Aafter the poace. Ho reached

Loodon on a chill Xew-Year's Day. 1816, and prepared to
eommence lils battle of Jife, His futher was now o man
ol broken fortunes, for whom there was little more to
hope. That bitter bresd of poverty they tausted to-
geilier, those two, father and son. Douglas betook him-
pelf 1o 8 printing house, and brought his father thie Nttle
money be could esrn. They shared M, In tho humblie
court whers they lived, and saved envugh out of itto
Nire volumes of Walter Scott to rend. These days of
Rardship produced an ineflaveable impression on Doug-
Bus Jerrold's mind. They aroused in him an abliorrence
of tyrannuy, & hatred of Injusilee, & passionate sympathy
with the poor and oppressed, whieh went with hiw
throagh life. While yela boy he emancipated himself
from tue dradgery of the printiug house, aud undertook,
in its stoad, the more cosgental aradgery of the poorly
paid writer,  Ho perforioed so mueh labar amil seatiered
#t so widcly that all trace ol a grout part of it is lost, I
tncluded seraps of postry, squibs, de atie orntielsms,
elc., ot., bt they brought litte grist to the will where
grist was so much needed.

He edited successively The Iiluminated Magasine,
Douglas Jerrold's Weekly Newspaper, Dovglas Jervald's
Sidling Magueine, sud for the lust flve years of his
e, Livpd's Weekly London Newspaper. Let any obg
run down the Ust of his republishied dramatle works
ouly (and they are not half he wrote for tho stage), and
e muss b pstoutshed o find that the writer bad tine
to edit & newspay aud & zine, and contribute
every week to Funch into the bareain.  In his Shilling
imgud:u he wrote lis story of “ B Giles and Bl

atuea,

His last work of flotion was A Man Made of Money,”
begun in 1861 ; and between 1851 and his death he wrots
threo moro plays, viz.: * Retired from Business" * 8t.
Cupid, or Dorothy's Fortune,” and * The Heart of
Gold" For the st twelve years of his life Jerrold en-
joyed the fruit of forty years bard fighting. Ho wna
able to livemoeh in the conutry, aud ths delightad him,
for thongh he had spent so much of s life in London he
was never ut home there, He bated stony strects and
notsy thoroughfares. He maintsined aiways a slmplo
yet lavish lospitality, If *“my lord " cawe, he cawe,
fike the rest, * to n log of motton aud s welvome,” and
it was this sumplicity which stiracted Lord Nugout so
often to West Lodege. Suuday was Jerrold's happy diy.
He had with him, thew, only his most Intimate frlonds,
and he used to pass his mornlng alone with his Biule,
whiteh he ealled his chorel, e bad o paasionste, swoet
puture-—quick to resent an njury § earnest and Toyallo
defense of the absent 3 but wore ready thin other men
to forgive.

He was eminently a “elubable man.” In early youth
be belonged to “The Maiberries,” o club ol young lite
rary met To this early club others fucceeded. Jerrold
himsel founded the Whittington Club; and, later ouin
lite, the * Hooks and Eyes,” and * Our Club.”

Death met bim in the fall tide of successtal living. Heo
had settled bimself, o 1866, m hls bouss st Kilhurn
Priory, and had arranged his study, looking toward his
gardon, sothat he could seo his noble rhododendrous
from his deak, and hoe felt that be had settlod at lnst for
the remainder of his days.
